toiiunaiidt'i-in chief of lie army and navy 
of llie Uniled SiAie*,' lo prottrcutc il. 

in prosecuting a foreign war, thus duly 
ib-dared bv Congreaa, we have the light by 
'comjuest and mililary occupation' lo aojuire 
poaaeasion of llie leriitotiea of die enemy, 
and dming the war to txercise the fullest 
rights ol sovereignty ovt i it.' 'Ihe sover- 
eignty of llie enemy is in nuch case •kiis- 
peiuh-d,' and his laws can 'no longer be 
lightfully enforced' over flie conquere*.! tcr 
riiory, or 'be obligatory upon Uie innitbi- 
tants who remain and submit to the con- 
qtieiors.' IJy the suneixkr, the inhabitants 
'pass under a temporary allegiance' lo the 
contpjcror, and are 'boutal by such laws, and 
such only,' as he may choctse to tecognise 
and impose. 'From lac nalurr of the case, 
uo odier lawscould be obligatory upon ihem; 
for where there is no piotectiou or allegi- 
ance, or sovereignly, there con be no claim 
to obedience. These are well eOablished 
principles of ihe laws of war, aa recognised 
and pracused by civilised nations; and thcy 
li ne l>een sanctioned by the highest )udi< ial 
tribunal of our country. 

The orders and instructions issued to the 
ollieers of our army and navy, applicable 
lo such portions of the Mexican territory as 
had been or might be conquered by our 
arms, were in strict conformity to these prin- 
They were, indeed, ameliorations 
of Uie rigors of the war upon w hich we 
might have insisted. They substituted for 
Uie harshness of military rule something of 
Uie mildness of civil government, and were 
uot only the exercise of no excess of power, 
ml were a relaxation in favor of Uie peacc- 
iil inhabitants of the conquered territory 
who had submitted to our authority, and 
were alike politic and humane . It is from 
the same source of authority that we derive 
tin- umiuesUoned right, after war has been 
declared by Congress, to blockade Uie ports 
and coasts of the enemy, to capture his 
towns, cities and provinces, and to levy con 
uibuUona upon hitn for the support of our 
army. Of the same character with those is 
the right to subject to our temporary milita- 
ry government the contmered territories of 
our enemy. They are all belligerent rights; 
and their exercise is as essential to ihe sue 
ccssful prosecution of foreign war as the 
right to fight battles. 

New Mexico and Upper California, 
among the territories conquered and occu- 
pied by our forces, mid such temporary gov 
emmts were established over them. They 
were establiahed by officers of our army 
and navy in command, in pursuance of th 

Ucia ami uaatrnrfinns accompanying mv 
message to the House of Ilepreeentntrvea of 
Dec. 22d, 1840. In their form and detail, 
as at fust established, they exceeded in 
respects (as was stated in that message) the 
authority whicu had been given ; and in 
structions for the correction of ihe error 
were issued in despatches from Uie War ant 
Navy lh-pariirents, of the 11th of January. 
1817-^opies of which are herewith 
mittod. They have been 
supported out of the military 
contributions levied upon the enemy ; and 
no part of the expensu hits been paid out 
of the treasury of the Uniled States. 

In the routine of duty, some of Uie offi- 
cers of the army and navy, who first estab- 
lished temporary governments in California 
and New Mexico, have been succeeded in 
command by other ollieers, upon whom like 
duUes have devolved ; ami the agents em- 
ployed or designated by them to control the 
temporary governments have also, in some 




Grande. Tlut part of it on Uie east of thai 
river was in dispute when the war between 
ihe Uniled Slates and Mexico 
Texas, by a j»uci«saful revolution in Affil, 
1S3(>, achieved and subsequently maintain 
ed bet rndependeskeav. By an act of Uie 
Cofagress of Texas, passed in Decenlwr, 
lSJli, her western boundary was declared 
to be the liao Grande, bom its mouth to Us 
source, and thence due north to Uie forty- 
seiond degree of north latitude. Though 
Uie republic of Texas, by many acts of sov- 
eu-igiaiy which she exerted and exercised, 
some of which were stated in my annual 
uieasage of December. 1846, had establish- 
ed her cleat title to the country west of the 
Nieces and bordering on that part of the 
Kio Grande which lies below the province 
of New Mexico, she had never t»tiqueied, 
or reduced to actual poawsjaaion. and brought 
under her goverumeiu and laws, that par. of 
New Mexico lying east of the Rio Grande, 
which she claimed to be within her limits. 
Ob the breaking out of the war, we fotmd 

Mexico in possession of this disputed lern 
lory. As our army approached Santa Fe, 
(the capital of New Mexico.) it waa fotnd 
head for a governor under Mejucaa au- 
thority, and an armed force collected to re- 
sist our advance. Ihe inhabitants were 
Mexicans, acknowledging allegiance lo 
Mtiico. The bomwlary in dispute waa the 
line between Uie two countries engaged in 
actual war, .ind the seuleinent of it, of ne- 
cessity, depended on a treaty of peace. 
Finding the Mexican authorities and peo- 
ple in possession, our forces conquered th«m. 
and extended military rule over them nnd 
the territory which they actually occupied, 
iu lieu of the sovereignty which was dis- 
placed. It was not possible to disturb or 
chunge Uie practical boundary line in ihe 
mult t of the war, when no negotiation for 
its adjustment could be opened, and when 
Texas was not present, by her constituted 
authorities, to establish and maintain gov- 
ernment over a hostile Mexican population, 
who acknowledged no allegiance to her. 
There was, then-fore, no alternative 1-jft, 
but to establish and maintain military rule, 
during the war, over the conquered people 
in Uie disputed territory, who had submitted 
lo our arms, or to lot bear the exercise of our 
betlligeretit rights, and leave them in a state 
of anarchy and without control. 

Whether the country in dispute rightfully 
belonged to Mexico or to Texas, it was our 
right in the first case, and our duty as well 
as our right in tlie latter, to conquer and 
hold it. Whilst this territory was in our 
poMession a« conquerors, with a population 
la »tilc to the United Stiles, which more 
thsn once broke out in open insurrection, 
it was our unquesiionable duty to continue 
our military occupation of it until Uie con- 
clusion of the war, and to establish over it 
military government necessary for our own 
security, ns well as for the protection of Uie 
conquered people. 

By the joint resolution of Congress of 
March I, l^Ui, "for annexing Texas to Uie 
United States," the -adjustment of all ques- 
tions of boundary which may arise wilh 
other s^overnmenls" was reserved to Uiis gov- 
ernment. When the conquest of New 
Mexico was consummated by our arms, the 
question of boundary remained still mad 
justed. Until Ute exchange of the ratifica- 
ions of the Lite treaty, New Mexico never 
an undisputed portion of the United 
States; and il would, therefore, have been 
n>-i nature to deliver over to Texas that 
rariion of it, on the east side of the Kio 
Grande, to which .-he asserted a claim, 
lowever just the right of Texas might 
lave been to it, that right had never been 
reduced lo her possession, and it was con- 
tested by Mexico. 

Ry the cession of ihe whole of New 
Mexico on bodi sides of Uie Rio Grande to 
the United States, Uie question of disputed 
xmndary, so far as Mexico is concerned, 
as been settled ; leaving Uie question as to 
Uie tru.j limits of Texas, in New Mexico, 
to be adjusted between that State and the 
United States. Under the drcumsancea 
existing during the pendency of the war, 
and while the whole of New Mexico, as 

occupation, I was not unmindful of the 
rights of Texas to that portion of it which 
laimed to be within her limits. In an- 
swer to a letter from the governor of Tex- 
as, dated on the 4th of January, 1847, the 
Secretary of State, by my directions, in- 
formed him. in a letter of the 12th ot Feb- 
ruary, 1847, lhat in the President's 
message of December, 1846, "You have 
already perceived that New Mexico is at 
present in the temporary occupation of the 
troops of the United Slates, and Uie gov- 
ernment over it is military in its character." 

It is merely such a government as must 
exist under the laws of nations snd of war, 
lo preserve order and protect Uie rights of 
die inhabitants, and will cease on the con- 
clusion of a treaty of peace with Mexico 
Nothing, therefore, can be more certair 
Uian mat this temporary government, re- 
sulting from necessity, can never injurious- 
ly arToct the right which Uie President be 
I eves to be justly asserted by Texas to the 
whole territory on this side ol the Rio 
Grande, whenever the Mexican claim tr it 
shell aave been exunguished by treaty. Hut 
this is a subject which more properly be- 
longs to ihe legislative than the executive 
branch of the government. 

The result of the whole is, that Texa. 
had asserted a right to that part of New 
Mexico east of the Rio Grande, which is 
believed, under the Acts of Congress for the 
tinnexstion and admission of Texss into the 
Union as a State, and under the CorssUtu- 
tion snd laws of Texas, to be well founded ; 
hut Una right had never been reduced to her 
actual possession and occupancy. The 
general government, |His>e*s.iiig exclusively 
the uar-inaking power, had the right to take 
military possession of this 
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our army,'' some of the conquered Mexi- 
can inhabitants, who had at nut sulmuued 
ed. to our authority, broke out in open insur- 
rection, murdering our soldiers and citizens, 
and committing other atrocious criuies. 
Some of the principal orTendei*, who were 
apprehended, were uied and condemned by 
a tribunal invested with ctvU and criminal 
jurisdiction which had been established in 
the conquered country by the military offi- 
cers in couamaod. That Uie otlenders de- 
served the punishment inflicted upou them 
there is no reason lo doubt ; and ihe error 
in- the proceeding* agaiiatt them consisted in 
designating and describing their crimes as 
"treason against the United States." This 
error was pointed out, and iu recurrence 
•.hereby prevented, by the Secretary of War, 
in a dispatch to Uie officer in command in 
New Mexico, dated on the 2bth of June,. 
1847, ^a copy of which, together with co- 
subject which have been received at the 
War Deportment, is herewith transmitted. 

The resolutions call for inforiuation in 
relation to the qiisntity of public lands ac- 
quired within the ceded territory, and "how 
<nuc.h of the same ia within the boundaries 
of Texas, as defined by the act or Congress 
of the republic of Texas of the 19th day 
of December, 1836." No means of mak- 
ing an accurate estimate on the subject is 
in Uie possession of ihe Executive Depart 
au nt. The information which is po 
will be found in Ute accompanying 
of Uie Secretary of the Treasury. 

The country ceeded to the Uniled States 
lying west of the Rio Grande, and to whieh 
Texas has no title, is esu mated by the Com 
misaioiiers of the General Land offir e to 
contain 52D.078 square miles, or 360,(^9,. 
920 acres. 

The period since Uie exchange of i uili 
cstions of tbe treaty has been too short lo 
enable the government to have access to, 
or to procure abstracts or copies of, the 
land lilies issued by Spain or by the re- 
public of Mexico. Steps will be taken to 
procure this information at the earliest prac- 
ticable period. It n estimated, as appears 
from the accompanying report of the Sec 
retary of the Treasury, that much the larger 

ceded remains vacant and unappropriated, 
and will be subject to be <ii.«pused of by the 
Untied State*. indeed, a very rontklera- 
ble portion of the land embraced in the 
cession, it is believed, has been disposed of 
or granted either by Spain or Mexico.

The immense value of llie ceded coun- 
try docs not consist alone in Uie amount of 
money for which the public lands may be 
sold. If not a dollar could be realized 
from the sale of these lands, Uie cession of 
the jurisdiction over the counUy, and the 
fact that it has become a part of our Union, 
snd cannot be axade subject to European 
power, constitutes ample "indemnity for the 
wst," in the immense value and advantages 
which its acquisition must give to the com- 
mercial, navigating, manufacturing and ag- 
ricultural interests of our country. 

'llie value of public lands embraced 
within Uie limits of the ceded territory, 
great as that value may be, is far less im- 
portant to the people of the United Stales 
lhan the sovereignty over the country. Most 
of our States contain no public lands owned 
>y Uie United States, and ye line sovereign- 
ty and jurisdiction over them is of incalcu- 
lable importance to the nation. In the 
State of New York, the United States is 
the owner of no public lands, and yet two- 
ihinis of our whole revenue is collected at 
the great port of lhat State, am 
limits is found about one-seventh of our en- 
tire population. 

Although none of Uie 
our coast of California may ever rival the 
city of New York iu wealth, population 
yet, that important cities will 
grow up on Uie raagriificent harbors of that 
coast, with a rapidly increasing population, 
and yielding a large revenue, would seem 
to be certain. By the possession of the 
safe and capacious harbors on the Califor- 
nia coast, we shall have great advantages 
in securing Uie rich commerce of Uie east, 
and shall thus obtain for our products new 
and increased markets, and greatly enlarge 
our coasting and foreign trade, as well as 
augment our tonnage and revenue. 

These great advantages, far more than

We arrived at thi 
iag. The next morning we went to the resi- 
dence of tbe widow of the late John M. Calls- 
gfaer. Whea wo entered the parlour, we saw a 
little coffin iyiag upon the table, containing the 
body of Non. the youngest child which Mr. 
Gallagher left behind htm. One year ago the 
father waa alirs. and the foot of death had nev- 
er crossed histhreshhold. Since that time he has 
gone to the spirit-land, and three of hia little 
onea hsve joiaetl him.

They are married by the 
established forms, but hueband and m He separate 
at pleasure, without meeting with any 
or disgrace from Uieir friends. They an 
ably unchaste, and want of chastity on the part 
of the females is no bar to their marrying. They 
have bnt little association with their neighbors, 
carefully preserving their identity as a race, or 
class, or whatever you may call it; and are in 
every respect, save that they are under the State 
government, a separate and distinct people. Now 
this is no traveler*! story. They are really what 
I tell you, without abating or setting down aught 
in malice.

He had not 
been personally compromised in the con- 
spiracy, but. being strongly tainted with re 
publican principles, he left France at the 
first foundation of Napoleon a empire, and 
went on his travels; making no secret how- 
ever of his abhorrence (or the chiefs of an 
absolute government, and glorying in die 
name of a malcontent. 

After having traveled for some years in 
Greece, Germany, and Italy, this officer, 
(whom 1 shall call Colonel D'Agueaseau) 
e sta blishe d himself in a village of the Ve- 
netian Tyrol, where his ui.jderate fortune 
and quiet simple habits enabled him to en- 
joy a life of retirement. 

He had little or no commt inicaiion with 
his neighbors, but gave himself up to the 
study of natural history, an d to other sci- 
entific pursuits; casting from ins mind the 

About this time the secret society of the 
Carbonari was making rapid progress in the 
Italian State*, even to die shores of the 
Adriatic.

D'Agueaeeau's firm soul shrunk not, how- 
ever, from looking into hia hoirible and 
hopeless position; and he had already re 
signed himself to meet, its a man and a 
Cliristian, a horrible ttut undeserved fate.

The grand source of the difference be 
tweeu die good society of France and Eng- 
land is, that, in ihe former country, men have 
nothing but society lo attend to; whereas, 
in the .alter, almost ill who are considera- 
ble for rank or taletts are continually en- 
greeted with politics. They have no leis- 
ure, therefore, for society, in the first place; 
in die second place, if they do enter it at 
all tbey are apt to regard it as a scene rath- 
er of relaxation than of exertion; and final- 
ly, they naturally acquire dioso habits of 
thinking and talkirg which are better 
adapted to carry on business and debate than 
to enliven people assembled for amusement. 
In England men of condition have still to 
perform the high duties of citiaens and 
statesmen, and can only rise lo eminence 
by dedicating their days and nights to die 
study of business and affairs; to the arts o( 
influencing those with whom, and by whom 
diey are to act, and to the actual manage- 
ment of those strenuous contentions by 
which the government of a free stale is 
perpetually embarrassed and preserved. In 
Fiance, on the conttary, under the 'old 
monarchy, men of the first rank had no 
political functions to discharge; no control 
to exercise over the government, and no 
right to assert, either for themselver or their 
fellow-subjects. They were cither left, 
therefore, to solace their idleness with the 
frivolous enchantments of polished society, 
or, i f diey had any object of public ambi- 
tion, were driven to pursue it by the media- 
tion of those favorites or mistresses who 
were most likely to be won by tbe charms 
of an elegant address, or die assiduities of a 
skilful flatterer. It is to this lamentable 
inferiority in the government of Uieir coun- 
try that the French are indebted for the su- 
periority of their polite assemblies. Their 
saloons are better filled than ours, because 
tbey have no Senate to fill out of iheir pop 
uiation; and their conversation is more 

£ rightly, and their society more animated 
an ours, because there is no other outlet 
for the talent and ingenuity or the nation 
but society and conversation. Our parues 
of pleasure on the other hand, are mostly 
left to beardless youths and superannuated 
idlers; not because our men want talents or 
taste to adorn them, but because their am- 
bition, and their sense of public duty, have 
dedicated them to a higher sen-ice. When 
b lose our constitution, when the houses 
of Parliament are shut up, our assemblies, 
we have no doubt, will be far more anima- 
ted and rational. It would be easy to have 
splendid ganleni and parterres, if we would 
only give up our corn fields and our paa- 
1 1 nes; nor should we want for magnificent 
fountains and ornamental canajs, |f we 
ware content to drain the whole surround- 
ing country of the rills that maim 
tility and beauty.— Lord. Jeffrey.

The similarity between ihe simple in- 
mo tive nctioiMof animal* and di< ii O^cf ea 
iy oigaiu.. function* ii, gruatas to lead us 
to suppof* that both ecu of o|»eralioiiH are 
arranged upon similar plaint, though these 
may not be identical,and that bodi are carried 
on without the Ibrediougbt or'tke conacioua- 
n -Sb of the animal. Thus the young bee, 
on the day that il first leaves the cell, widi- 
oul teaching and without exjierience, begins 
to collect honey and form wax, and build 
up its hexagonal cell, according to the form 
which its progenitors have used from the 
earliest generations. Birds build nests of a 
certain structure after dieir kinds, and many 
species at certain seasons, excited by some 
internal impulse, take their migratoiy flight 
to other countries The insect which never 
experienced a parent's care or a moUier's 
example, labors assiduously and effectively 
for the future development and sustenance 
of an offspring which it, in its turn, is doom- 
ed never to behold. Others toil all sum- 
mer, and lay up stores for winter without 
ever having ex|>erienced the severity of such 
a season, or being in any sensible way 
aware of its approach. We know that 
such actions are the result of involuntary 
and unreflective impulses, because we often 
find them performed in vain. Sir Joseph 
Banks had a lame beaver which waa al- 



lowed to range at liberty in a ditch about 
his grounds, and waa at all seasons liberally 
supplied with food. One day, about die 
end of autumn, it was discovered in the 
ditch very busily engaged in attempting to 
construct a dam after tho manner of its 
companions in a state of nature. This we* 
evidently the blind impulse of its instinc- 
tive feelings, for a moment's exerciau of the 
lowest degree of reflection must have shown 
il that such labor, under the circumstances 
in which it was placed, was altogether su- 
perfluous. A common quail waa kept in a 
cage, and became quite tame and reconcil- 
ed to its food. At the period of its natural 
migration it became exceedingly restless 
and sleepless: it beat it? head against the 
cage in many vain effort* to escape, and on 
examination iu skin was found several de- 
grees above its usual temperature, A bee, 
w hich can fly homewards, one or two miles, 
in a straight line to iu hive, with extreme 
accuracy, if it happens to enter an open 
window in a room, will exhaust all its ef- 
forts in attempting to get out at the oppo- 
site window which is closed down, but uev- 
er names to think of retracing its flight a 
Utile way backwards, so aa lo ny out at the 
opening at which it entered. We often 
observe a dog, when going to sleep on the 
floor, turn himself several limes round be- 
fore he lies down, and this is just one of 
the lingering instincts which be has retain- 
ed, while in his wild slate he is accustom- 
ed dius to prepare his bed amid the tall 
grass or rushes. An acute observer of ani- 
mal habits has remarked that a jackdaw, 
which, for want of iu usual place of abode, 
bad for its neat made choice of a rabbit 
hole, was often sorely perplexed in what 
way to get the long sticks of which iu nest 
was to be formed, drawn within the narrow 
entrance. Again and again did it attempt 
to pull in the piece of stick, while it held 
it in the middle in iu bill, and it was only- 
after a series of vain efforu that, by mere 
chance, it at last accomplished iu object, by 
happening lo seize it near one end instei 
of the centre. In this case it appear* d to 
the observer dial the building instincts of 
(his bird were complete and perfect within 
a certain range, but without die limits of

One of the strongest feelings of animals 
is that of affection for their offspring, and 
indeed so intense is this impulse among the 
greater number, that it may be said to ex- 
ceed the care which they employ for iheir 
own preservation, or the indulgence of their 
own appetites. Among insec.U and some 
other of the inferior tribes the caie and so- 
licitude of their young engrosses die better 
half of their existence, for they labor during 
the prime of life to provide a comfortable 



nest and proper food for their offspring, 
which they are never destined to see, death 
overtaking them before they can enjoy the 
pleasure of beholding their future family. 
.Many timid animals that shrink from dan- 
ger while they are single and alone, be- 
come bold and pugnacious when surround 
ed by their young. Thus, the domestic hen 
will face any danger and encounter any foe 
in order to protect her brood of chickens; 
and the lark and linnet will allow diem- 
selves to be taken in their nest rather than 
desert the young which lie protected under 
their wings. Even those animals whose 
general nature is characterised by savage 
and unrelenting fierceness, are gentle, and 
tender, and affectionate to iheir young. 
The grim lion fondles with paternal soli 
nest his playful cobs; and the savage bear 
has been known to interpose her own body 
between the deadly musket and her helpless 
offspring. But this feeling in animals lasts 
only for a season. After they have nour- 
tailed and brought up their young, and these 
go out from their parents, all further ties be- 
tween them are broken up, and they know 
each other no more. How different is this 
from human connexions! The fond mother 
watches over the long and helpless period 
of infancy, instills into early childhood les- 
sons of wisdom and virtue, and feels her 
hopes and affections increase with every 
year that brings an increase of reason. Nor 
sre such family ties severed but with death. 
The child on iu part, returns the care and 
affection of iU parents, and when old age 
and second childhood tome upon them, the 
children then feel it their greatest happiness 
to repay in acU of kindness and attention 
ihe debt of gratitude which is justly due. 
What a moral beauty is thus thrown over 
ommon instinctive affections, and how 
greatly superior appears man's nature to 
that of the mere brute. — British Quarter-
